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This document describes the background and design of 
a multidisciplinary health policy elective course. The course is 
designed to study alternatives for decisionmaking in health policy, 
and to understand how chjanges can be made in the delivery of health 
care. Following introductory material, the course syllabus, 
bibliography, faculty, preceptorships, students, student projects, 
and evaluation procedures are described. .The Health Policy Elective 
Course was conducted twice and (1) established a pattern of healti) 
community participation and speaker participation in the courses 
using ttiem as resource persons, (2) pres^ented an opportunity for 
students to work together, (3) increased student understanding of 
policies and policymakers, (U) created a large corps of people who 
believe in a health policy course, and (5) created a good deal of 
interest in developing this type of program at other schools. .

'caiie it iniKj-it have elj.initHted those students vmIio heeded to vrork, 
In the futiit^e, if a course of thj.s natui-e is riui, it will bp much 

: wiser utilize funds to pay for student housinc in V/ashingtdn, 
thus cutting down a substcuitial fin^incial barrier which laMts 
those students who can't attend.

Regionalized Progreuns: 

PMP and/or CHP (Regional Medical Programs, Ccniprehensi.ve Health Planning). 
PMP has regional boards made up of proveders vJho develop regional- 
ized ser'/iCv'^s largely through medical schools coordinating witi 
nearby l>ospitals. CHP has State and regional boards made up of 
over 50% consumers \^^o plan, or who pass judgonent on plans, for 
any health services needed or designed for their area. You will be 
assigned to the national office which will be working on the re- 
newal legislation for these agencies, dealing partly with how 



to cooz-dinate them or v;hether the two agencies should be one and 
tlie same.

State : 

^*ari''land State Health Department anci Maryland State legislative conmit- 
tee dealing witJi healtJi j.ssues. You wuld te vorking with the Dir- 
ector of tl*ie State HealtJi Department. Tliere is cnjrrently a very 
cictive I'ask Force on nutrition and ve].fare prcxjreims for tlie state 
vAiich is asking for far-reaching reforms. 

Local : 

Southeast Washington, consisting of 20% of the D.C. population, has 

long been almost totally devoid of sei:vices. rfo single groups lias 
ever beeri v/illing to take on the enomdty of health planning there. 
Recently a coalition of the three medical schools and about 15 or 
20 community, profossional and voluntary associations obtained an 
OEO network grant, ^fcrk with tliis project \NOuld get you into a 
health planning project in a ghetto area at an early stage of its 
development. Chief preceptor uould ]ike]y be a member of George- 
to\m^s Coomunity Medicine Department. 

A rural healtli planning project \\ould also be conceivable in nearby 
Loudon Cbunty. Tl^is is adjacent to tine planned city of Restonr 
Virginia, \vhich icself has had difficulty in setting up health 
services. New that it is in progress, Loudon County's rui^al popu- 
lation may be inclined for sane services, and ottier services set 
up in their own ccrmrunities. 

A hospital study is designed to canpare the quality of surgical ser- 
vices provided by a particular medical school in its own teaching 
hospital and in its assigned floor at the public hospital. The ef- 
fects on patient care of teaching and reseeirch would be considered 
as well. 

Other possibilities which v.'e would set up if you express an interest: 

* Patient education, heme health education, scIxxdI health education, 
et cetera. Tliere are several good health educators in the city, a 
V.D. eciucational campaign in September and October, and videotape 
on several topics being prepared to show in clinic waiting roans. 

* Studying services for Spanish, Puerto Ricans, or etiinic minorities 
in D.C. The Spanish population is large, and the OEO clinic is not 
sufficient to meet the needs. Puerto Ricans of Nortlieast U.S. just 
have received a grant to study their health nesais and to make pro- 
posals for the types of services thet want tiie govejmment to pro- 
vide. White ethnic groups are being organized around health ser- 
vices by the Ethnic Studies Department of Catholic University, an 
excellent group. 
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*A healtli law group nny like to take a student to do some legal 
casework. Recent efforts here liave included a case against Cafritz 
Hospital: "over arlniitting tlie poor (since they use Hill-Burton won- 
ies) , taking up the fight to preserve tlie Mound Bfiyou OEO clinic 
in tlie Mississippi delUa, \vriting a nxxlel contract for publin hos- 
pitals to arrange witli medical schools del.ivering services for 
then (to include patients' rights). 

*Occupational health. One of the most active unions in tlie U.S. in 
matters of occui^ationa] health and safoty (OCAW) has good people 
in Washington. People vx^rking with Black lung Association are in 
D.C. fairly frec^uently. UAW's newsletter editor is keen to he^alth 
and safety issues. 

*FDA, EPA, or otlier federal regulatory agencies (Food and Drug M- 
ministration, Environmental Protection Agency) . Most federal ^^atch- 
dogs need a watchdog satching tJi€3Ti . FDA has looking into this al- 
ready, and tlie question now is wliat to do a}x)ut it. EPA is one of 
the better regulatory agencies in being nx^re responsive to national 
needs than to financial interests. NIOSH (National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and Health) is tlie newest regulatory agency, 
one w^ll wcrth looking into. 

*Mental health, drug £iixise, alcoholism. A wide range of project pos- 
sibilities. 

^Mental retairdation. A parents' group has been formed around the 
heme for retarded children in D.C, Forest Haven. They have already 
acccjmplished getting a new cottage built for the inost severely re- 
tarded. They cixe currently awaiting apporval of a grant to start 
day care for the retarded in the city, children who are living in 
their own hones, because they look upon Forest Haven as a dumping 
ground. Once af proved, they will need a great detal of help to set 
up their' progream. 

*Jail healtii. A coalition of a law firm, conmunity college, and 
^OiR^ndve been delegated the task (by tlie D.C. Medical Society) 
to investigate jail healtli in the District. Most people involved 
eire employed and vvould have difficulty raking site visits during 
the day. Students \NOuld aid greatly in that ard other respects.

In Older to obtain accurate student evaluations, three mechanisms 
were enployed. First, students were given the opportunity weekly and at 
the end of the course to evaluate the course in writing. Copies of 
the evaluation forms are included and will follow this section. 
IVfOj at least once every week and a half, time was devoted to an 
open discussion of the course and a verbal evaluation of what was 
occurring. Three, a questionnair^e was submitted to the first gr*oup 
at the beginning and at the end of their course to see if any change 
in attitude or depth of perception of problems existed. And finally, 
students would often on an informal basis present their views of the 
course to staff. Students were given. the opportunity to evaluate 
the speakers, the' ISHS staff, and the materials being used in the 
course as well as such things as the mix of students, and the length 
of time devoted to different topics. Out of all this information 
cams tUe restx^ucturing of the second course and the development of 
the model curriculum. Many of the students' critiques or comments 
are listed below: 

At tin;es, some of the sessions were too medically 
oriented 

At tiJiBs, readings were repitibious and slanted 
Background information was needed for Thursday's sessions 
A basic understanding of federal . government ' s organization of 
health. services as well a picture of what the health care 
system or non-system is -is a prerequisite to much of the 
reading 

Time must definitely be set aside for group discussions of 
questions when speal<ers are not present to re-hash and* 
think through the issues. 
Certain spealcers were uninformed 

Other speakers were well infomed but unable to teach 
The ISHS staff could have provided more direction to 
both the teachers, and the students at specific times 

On the overall positive side as for the students* reaction and 
evaluation of the course, I will, read excerpts from their final report 
or letters they have written afterwards.

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Contractor's Lwalualion 

In the Contractor's evaluation, there is no question that 
riioney, was well spent in developing rfiaterials and puttin^r on two 
lieailth Policy Elective Courses in order to generate a model 
Health Policy cui^rlculurn. V/hat we learned from the experierjce 

.will save otlier .gr^oups nuinei'ous time cxnd haisglirig over the pitfalls 
involved in ti'ying to develop a course foi' niultidisciplinary audience. 
Questions of adudnist ration of timing of coiur^ses/ ajjount of tinie . 
available within pro^a'ajas, of where in the currical.un the course can 
be placed, etc. and even questions on developing naterials for 
students arriving with jp^eatly different experiences and backgrounds 
in health care delivery and health policy, will pi'event others 
from liaving to face the saine prohleinr.. Additionally, experimenting 
with the' many different teaching techniques as outlined in Section 1 

■ have given us. methods that appeaiv to' work well with the age and 
attitude of the students this course is addressed to. 

Our biggest criticisms of the' cour'se as we have designed it 
at this point would be tlie abnormally higl"i amount of residing nnterial 
required of the students, the inoi'dinantly v/ide scope of topics 
covered in the course, and the lack of sufficient tirne^Tor discussion 
vjith students. Each of these can be' corrected easily v;hen others 
put on a health policy course by allotting weekly 1-2 hour sessions 
for discussion and assirnilatlon of points, and by selecting those 
topics for their pai^ticular^ covu^se v;hich are most pertinent to their 
students and which will fit into the airount of time tl^ey liave available 
to teach the. course. In the Curriculum Guide v/e have estimated the 
ainount of time it would tal-ce to cover the topics adequately in a 
"multidisciplinai-^y setting. The conpetent instructor will be able to 
taJce this information and plan his ov/n coui-^se accordingly. The 
students in our courses I believe gained much "from their experience: 

a. F!or the 'first tljne niany of them were able to sit in. a niulti- 
disciplinary group and share ideas on what health ser'vices are and ' 
v/hat health services are needed. 

b. For the :;-f-irst_t.ime rmny .of tliem v;ere able to , see what the other 
discipline's' students are like, what kind- of training they've had, 
and that they each have a conti'ibution to nnl^e especially, in the 
area of health' policy and health delivery.

1, Finally 3 I hellove there was enoniiou:-:i value that can probably 
never be meaii;ured to the speakers themselves, as they had the opportunities 
both- to interchange vo.th young bright students, from many different 
disciplines J on their own organir-^atnons and on issues in health car^e. 
Further, they wer*e able as with other involved persons vri.th equal 
responsibilities who held different viev/s on the subject. Some of the 
most j ntrlp^uir-ig discussions took place when placing these persons of 
opposite perspective in the same room together. 

Overall, there is no question that the Health Policy Course lias 
filled the contract both in Intent and requli'ements , and has been a 
benefit to students, to the schools from which tliCV come, who are 
hoping to take the*, material and develop it into their own courses , 
and to the speakers. 



Ihe Health Policy Elective Cour::>e was conducted tv/lce and-' 
acconplished ntjny tlrinj-^r^. It established outstanding preceptorahip 
expei'iences for students aftd-gave them an opportunity to work in . 
health delivery settings and policy making; organizations and to see 
tlie effect of the policies iiicide on those v;hio have to cai-^ry them out 
or live lu-ider them. ; 
•It established a pattern of health coimiunity participation and speaks ?r 
.participation in the courses using them as resource persons to' sliare 
ideas v/ith and discuss problems vntli. 

•It presentecj an opportunity for students to v;ork together and realize 
tliat the other dlscjplines have many of their problems and liave something 
to contribute in developing solutions.

•It created a large corps of people v/ho believe- in a health policy course 
and vjill go back to tl^eir schools and ury and have them developed.- \i , ■ 
TW-S cadi'^e of young people are about to enter practice themselves 
and will be able to have their voices heard and have a measure of 
knowledgeable input to their local professional societies^ 
•It created a great deal of school interest in developing this type .of 
course from schools such as rJYU, Dov.aistate Medical Center, Colimibia 
Medical School, Einstein, Piahneman,- U. of Kentucky Dental School j- 
Michigan State, University of Massachusetts, llifts Dental School, etc.

As a bit of fiml advice to anyone v;ho will be. putting on such a 
course, there is a n(?ed to review the naterial, and in the future to 
update with current articles or to make it more relevant to the particular- 
group of students in the class. 

During the Fall course, Mr. James- Hoeven of the. Bureau of Health 
■ffenpower Education was invite<3 to come and participate in a session or two. 
He chose to participate during the'^Rar^ ^wer discussions, and can speak for 
the Department in his evaluation of the course, Additionally, I'm sure 
many of the sneakers on our list Would be willing to conment as to the 
depth of discussion and quality of involvement which the speakers and 
the students v/ere party to during the sessions. 

■ The niaterials and the idea for the Health Policy course have been 
instituted already at a few schools and are" being developed' for a few 
other schools for the coming year.
